TAX BILL IN SENATE 


DEBATE PUBLISHERS' TAX AND 


THOSE ON WAX PROFITS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 29. — The 


climax of the senate contest over the 
war tax bill was reached today over 
disposal of the publishers' war tax 
provision and opening of the debate | 
on war profits. 


Petitions for cloture were signed by 


56 senators to limit debate. A vote on 
cloture cannot be taken under 
the 


rules before Friday. Increase of the 
bill's levy on war profits from J552,- 
000,000 to $1,050,000,000 was propos- 
ed in an amendment 
presented by 


Senator Simmons tor a majority of the 
finance committee. 


The senate made changes in the bill 


which, including the almost 
double 


levy on war profits proposed by the 
committee, would bring the total to 
$2,522,470,000. 


Debate Publishers' Ratts. 


Pro\isions for a 5 per cent special 


income tax on publishers to raise $7,- 
500,000, was stricken out without a 
roll call. 


In lieu of the house zone svstem for 


increasing second-class postage rates, 
an effort to strike out the section en- 
tirely and leav e present postage rates 
unchanged will be made later. 


The senate spent most of the day 


debating the 
publishers' provisions. 


Senator Stone, chairman of the for- 
eign relations 
committee, vigorously 


attacked critics who have 
charged 


him with being a pro-German sympa- 
thizer, and defended his attitude on 
war measures. 


Upon disposition of the publication 


features, Senator Simmons presented 
the compromise amendment on war 
profits which would take $1,286,000,- 
000 of this year's profits, estimated 
between three billion and four billion.

35,009 CROWD CORNER 


Arrest Two of Speakers; People 
Rather Listen to Seditious Tallr 
Than to Recruiting Speeches 


New York, Aug. 29. — The mos1 


erious peace disturbances this citj 
has experienced since "soap box" ora- 
tory became an issue 
between 
the 


authoiities and critics of the govern- 
ment, occurred tonight at an open-air 
meeting of the Friends of Irish Free- 
dom. 
Several men and wcmen wer< 


arrested. The police had to^flght theii 
way 
through a turbulent, 
surging 


crowd in order to get their prisoners 
to the night court, where the uproar 
increased so that additional police had 
to be eummoned. 


Stephen Johnson, organizer of the 


Friends of Irish Freedom movement, 
and F. J. Moore, secretary, \vere ar- 
rested. 


The Friends of Irish Freedom have 


been holding nightly 
meetings 
at 


Broadway and Thirty-seventh street, 
but tonight when Moore and other 
speakers reached 
thj corner 
they 


found a lecruiting mceitnp in pro- 
gress, and moved down to Twenty- 
fifth street. The crowd who gathered 
at Thirtj'-seventh street to hear the 
recruiting officers paid little attention 
to the young officers. 
Instead,, they 


moved down with Johnson to Thirty- 
fifth street and the crowd soou grew

PRICE FOR 1917 WHEAT 
HAS NOT BEEN DECIDED 


REPORTSOF DIFFERENT OPINIONS 


IN COMMITTEE 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 23.—An- 


other prolonged session today failed 
to bring the wheat price committee to 
a conclusive end as to tho price of the 
1917 wheat crop.

VENISON AS FOOD. 


Protection of Deer Urged to Increase 


Supply of Meat. 


While fifteen states will hare no big 


game hunting this year because deer 
have been exterminated or because the 
stock has been so reduced that the sea- 
son is closed, there are thirty-three oth- 
er states, according to the United 
States 
department 
of 
agriculture, 


which will have an open season. 


Tlus season ranges from four days ia 


New Jersey and sis days In Massachu- 
setts'and Vermont to two months or 
moreen some of the southern states. 
Those seasons open In August In Ore- 
gon nnd In most parts of California-; In 
September in the rest of California and 
in Idaho, South Carolina and Virginia; 
In October In Maine, New Hampshire. 
New York. Georgia, Montaae. Wyom- 
ing. 
Washington, Nevada, Arizona and 


New Mexico; la November in Michigan, 
Minnesota. Wisconsin and several of 
tbe southern states and In December 
in Pennsylvania. 
In about one-third 


of the states the law allows the hunter 
one deer a year and in most others two. 


The department of agriculture urges 


all pel-sons to co-operate to secure the 
best possible protection ot deer so as 
to get the maximum amount of venison 
as a sonrce of, meat. It Is estimated 
that about 80,000 deer are killed legally 
in the United States each year. Tliese 
produce nearly 10.000.000 pounds of 
venison. The biological surrey of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture says that this number of deer can 
be very largely Increased, since only 
two or three states produce more than 
10,000 deer a year and many less than 
1,000.

In fact, it waa no 


a laming-peace, however the Centra 
power* may have for the time dis- 
guised It, which was proposed, bu 
rather an armistice, with nobody sat 
(sfted, with Belgium ravaged, with the 
nations of the Old .World at leas 
drained of their best blood and bur- 
dened with debt, and with, no reason 
to believe that any satisfactory agree 
ment *• to the settlement of matters 
Jeft to arbitration could be made. 


Definitely and clearly the President 


has pointed out the issue as between 
Germany and the balance of the world 
Moreover it has been done dispassion- 
ately and without suggestion of malice 
as concerns the Germanic races as a 
whole. But none the less it haa nrmly 
net forth what tne world on, each side 
1« fighting for; Not the subjugation 
of the German people, not any restric- 
tion of thilr right to industrial or com- 
mercial or political or social advance- 
ment, but once and for all to curh 
Tths vaulting ambition which planned 
the overlordshlp of the world. Until 
this ambition is curbed, and until the 
present ruler* in Germany have been 
fut-* beyond, chance of harm, there 
can be no permanent, end to war; 
and It li a permanent and not 
temporary truce that the United States 
I* fighting for. 


It ii * fortunate thing that the 


drafting of this reply* which is In fact 
the reply ot all the allied nations, was 
Intrusted to President Wilson. 
Not 


merely n. statesman but a scholar of 
great attainment* and a writer of force 
and skill, he had the ability to put 
In clearest form existing conditions. 
(Moreover he has clearly denned what 
th« conditions ot peace must be when 
the war ends. His letter to the pope 
will unquestionably stand In the his- 
tory of the world as a masterly, epoch- 
making document. 


REDUCED MORTALITY. 


The State Department of Health an- 


nounces with a pardonable degree of 
satisfaction that the death returns 
for the past month Indicate the low- 
'*st July mortllty figures which have 
been reached in the stato since records 
began. 
More than this, they show 


that In the past 25 years the July 
death rate haa been more than cut 
in half. This is due In largest meas- 
ure to the striking reduction in Infant 
mortalities, particularly from dlnrrheal 
'diseases. This has been brought about 
through tho Improvement of milk sup- 
'plles, the establishment of child wel- 
fare stations and the dissemination of 
proper Information regarding proper 
care and Infant feeding. 


'While eummer mortality from dls- 


•&se haa been brought so largely un 
dcr control. Doctor Biggs points out 
that the equally preventable mortality 
from preventable accidents, notably 
drowning and automobile, accidents, 
which comes yearly with the outdoor 
eeaaon, shows little it any signs of 
diminishing. 
Most of these, he de- 


clare*, are avoidable through the exer- 
cise of reasonable care and consider- 
ation. Thus far this year there have 
been 5,103 fatal injuries in tho stnte. 
which In 700 more than the average 
for the last five-year period. 


These facts should make profound 


impression on the public nt large. Care 
In feeding and surroundings has made 
the Infant mortality figure one-fifth of 
what it was fl\e yearn ago. 
Caro in 


operation of machinery, in the opera- 
tion of motor cars, or on the pnrt ot 
pedestrians, and caro In bathing in 
streams of unknown depth and pctil. 
*houM also reduce the number of oc- 
cidental deaths.

These postal experts were quietly ship- 
ped to Europe on one of the transports, 
and they are rapidly getting their of- 
fices there organized. 


"At an Atlantic port" of the United 


States that happens to serve as the 
port of embarkation for troops going 
to France there is another special 
branch postofflce being organized and 
developed to handle the mall at Uiia 
end of the line.

So complete is the organization be- 


ing carried out that even now if any- 
body wishes to send a letter to a sol- 
dier in the American expeditionary 
forces all he has to do is to sit down 
and address the envelope in plain Eng- 
lish and according to the following di- 
rections: 


Put down the soldier's name and 


rank, on the first line, his company and 
.regiment on the next and the words 
"American Expeditionary Force" on 
the next. It is not even necessary or 
advisable to put the designation 
"France."

The government sees to 
that. The government Trill also see to 
it that the letter or the 'newspaper or 
magazine so addressed and dropped in 
the nearest mail box pets to its destina- 
tion In the shortest possible time. If 
shipping space can be found in suffi- 
cient quantity the postofflfflce depart* 
ment hopes soon to include special ar< 
rangements for the handling of parcel 
post mail to be sent to the soldiers at 
the front. 


Censorship to B* Luc. 


Unlike the stricter policy attempted 


at the outset of the war by the armies 
of Europe, it is not the present inten- 
tion of the war department to restrict 
the communications sent home by sol- 
diers to printed cards containing ste- 
reotyped phrase* which the soldiers 
can strike out or leave in as they suit 
their particular state of physical -well 
being. 
It Is felt that this would In- 


volve too harsh a regulation for the 
parents and wives of men at tbe front. 
Consequently the only regulation that 
W01 be attempted over the correspond- 
ence will be the regular cersorshlp at 
each regimental headquarters, through 
which all mail sent out by the soldiers 
must pass. 


At this point the war department In- 


tends shortly to issue a warning and 
a plea to American newspapers not to 
print, without'careful regard to possi- 
ble harm that might be done, letters 
from soldiers bearing the phrase "pass- 
ed by the censor." 
Such censoring, 


which will be administered with the 
utmost liberal regard for the private 
character of the correspondence, will 
not be aa strict as tha censorship over 
press matter. Therefore the papers of 
the country will be asked to exercise 
the greatest possible care about letters 
which might be submitted to them for 
publication by proud parents or friends. 


YOU CANT STOP GRIMES. 


Lane* Corporal, Wounded For Sixth 


Time, Will Fight Again. 


Lance Corporal Ernest Grimes has 


been wounded again, his sixth time, 
but says, "I'll soon be ready to go back 
and do another bit." Grimes enlisted In 
the regular army In 101O and was 
drawn from India, when the little army 
settled, down to tbe first winter of 
trench warfare. His first wound camo 
at hill 60, when he was hit by a hand 
grenade fragment 
Five month* In a 


hospital was his portion. The second, 
a bnllet wound In the arm, took sis 
weeks to repair. Last summer on the 
Somme a shrapnel ball hit Grimes in 
the leg and put him away for two 
months, and another grenade wound In 
the back, suffered^in tho fighting at 
Moquet Farm, sent him to the hospital 
for the fourth time.

LIFE IN OUR NAVY 


It Js Not All Drill and Drudgery 


For the Entisted Man. 


TH5 WAY HE SPENDS HIS TIME 


Story of a Day'* Routine, With It* 


Duties, Work and Recreation, From 
Reveille In th* Morning Until Tap* 
Are Sounded In the Evening. 


"All the world loves the sailor," ftut 


how few know and understand him! 


The American people have very little 


knowledge of the bluejackets who man 
the United States navy, their profes- 
sional zeal and enthusiasm, their pride 
in the service and their unswerving 
devotion to flag and country. 


"Our brave men of the sea," says 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant secre- 
tary of the United States navy, "should 
be better known to the American pub- 
lic. AH the people of this jrreat repub- 
lic should be made thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the human element of 
the navy, not merely to popularize it, 
for the navy is popular in a vague, im- 
personal manner, but to have our citi- 
zens know more of what the nary 
really means to the men who com- 
pose it." 


At 5:30 a. m. the buglers sound the 


reveille, accompanied by a chorus of 
boatswains' pipes with the added ad- 
monition, "Up nil hammocks!" "Shake 
a leg!" etc. The cooks" are astir much 
earlier, for coffee must be served the 
crew. Then, after a short smoke, comes 
Scrub <ind wash clothes!" 
Then all hands clean ship. 
After the ship is cleaned breakfast 


is served, and tlie bluejacket is usual- 
ly ready for it. 
Potatoes, ham and 


cffgs, bread, butter and coffee consti- 
tute a sample breakfast menu, changed 
each day. 


After breakfast comes an hour for 


smoking and for relaxation, to don the 
uniform of the day and get ready for 
inspection at 9:30. 


From that time until the dinner hour, 


11:30, the time is spent at drill, and 
after dlnnerv more drill. There are big 
gun drills, boat drills (with both oars 
and sails), signaling, small arms prac- 
tice, collision drill, fire quarters, aban- 
don ship, clearing ship for action and 
at night searchlight drills. These drills 
are interspersed with special duty, 
such as coaling ship ~cr landing par- 
ties, and lectures by division officers or 
others on timely professional topics. 


Rarely are the men engaged upon 


the same task two days in succession, 
so the sailor's life has little chance to 
become monotonous.
